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Let Common Sense 
Prevail on Schools 


Judge Frank Hooper, of the Federal 
District Court, has handed down his 
formal decision in the Atlanta school 
case. It is one of enormous common sense 
and moderation, taking into account all 
the difficulties, yet one which is forth- 
right and unequivocal. 

Atlanta’s schools will operate for at 
least another year without interference. 
But there must be action. The whole em- 
phasis is on “reasonableness” by the city 
and state. The main points are these: 


1. Segregated school systems are un- 
constitutional. The court, however, again 
emphasized something to which most peo- 
ple close their ears and eyes. It is that 
a school placement law permits screen- 
ing as to scholarship, morals and health. 
It prevents the flooding of any school. 
Therefore, the Atlanta school system was 
asked to prepare a plan, with all this in 
mind, to present to the court. Failure to 
do so will be construed as refusal. 


2. Perhaps the most important phase 
of the decision was the second. The judge 
suggested to the Atlanta board that it 
submit its plan to the Legislature. The 
Georgia Legislature, which meets in Jan- 
uary, is, in effect, asked by the court to 
clear its books of the statutes which pre- 
vent the Atlanta school system, or any 
other which may later come under simi- 
lar order, from operating. 

3. The court took note of the difficul- 
ties and hence provided the time and 
suggested the method. Here we have a 
splendid example of the decision of 1954. 
It never was the intent of the law to 
“ram” anything down the throats of peo- 
ple. The court gave discretionary powers 
to the district judges. Judge Frank 
Hooper has just given a magnificent il- 
lustration of this fact. 

But he made it equally clear that if 
there is not a reasonable reply by the city 
and the state, the court reluctantly will 
be required to proceed against them. 

Here we have a challenge. 

Is there within the political leader- 
ship of Georgia, in the Legislature, in the 
other elective offices, enough leadership 
of reasonable and patriotic strength to 
respond to this understanding and co- 
operative approach by the federal court? 

The State of Georgia has on its great 
seal the motto, “Wisdom, Justice, Moder- 
ation.” 

That should be on the minds and 
hearts of all those in public and private 
life. 

The Legislature in January of 1960 
will make .a decision which will either 
doom a generation of children to educa- 
tional handicaps and the business and in- 
dustry of this state to unnecessary dam- 
age and loss, or allow the public schools 
to function and the state to progress. 

The least that can be done is to permit 
local boards to have local authority. Do 
we really believe in local government or 
not? 

Is it now possible for men of good 
will and love of the state to shut their 
ears to extremist folly and meet common 
sense and moderation on common ground?

People Will Appreciate 
President's TV Chats 


President Eisenhower has indicated he 
may take his legislative program to the 
people by way of radio and television 
fireside chats. The major topics would 
be labor reform legislation and foreign 
aid, though other issues also would be 
discussed. 

We hope Eisenhower will do just that. 

Indeed, we wish every president 
would do so. It ought to be a custom 
rigidly followed whenever there is a clash 
and the issues are not well-understood. 
One of the troubles in America today is 
lack of communication. There is no reason 
at all why the Congress should provide 
the whole discussion on any issue. 

The present lack of public understand- 
ing is the worse because 1960 is an elec- 
tion year. The Congress is filled with 
double talk and evasion and very little 
plain speaking. We trust Eisenhower will 
go often to the people and give them his 
views. And we hope every president of 
the future will do likewise.

How Much Significance 
Is in Name of a Boat? 


The greatly heralded Caribe Trans- 
port Line, Inc. is foundering and, judg- 
ing from a letter to stockholders, they are 
going down with the boat. 

Or at least they are expected to go 
down two-thirds of the way, inasmuch 
as each “will receive approximately one- 
third of his original investment.” 

Georgians will recall that Caribe was 
established during the Griffin adminis- 
tration with Marvin and Cheney at the 
helm and a sizable number of adminis- 
tration leaders aboard. 

But the golden touch, so easy in pub- 
lic office, was missing in the business. It 
was a private venture, unsupported by 
tax funds. It ran afoul of heavy loading 
and unloading expenses in Cuba. 

And apparently it was not in position 
to exert an abundance of influence upon 
shippers. It hoisted anchor rather late in 
the life of the Griffin administration. 

At any rate, Caribe has run aground. 
As it neared the shoals it sold its ship to 
T. V. Williams Sr., former revenue com- 
missioner. 

It still remains to be seen what kind 
of a skipper Capt. Williams will be. 

But at least he has a boat that many 
believe was most fittingly named. 

They call it the M/V Privateer.

Let Senate Expedite 
Veterans’ Pension Bill 


The House has sent to the Senate a 
veterans’ pension reform bill which we 
earnestly hope that body will pass. In 
brief, the bill lowers no present pension. 
It does not touch those pensions paid vet- 
erans with service-incurred disabilities. 
But it does set up a sliding scale provi- 
sion for others which links veterans’ 
benefits to needs. It replaces the flat- 
payment plan now in use. 

For example, most veterans over 65 
today are entitled to pensions if their 
incomes are below certain limits. So are 
widows and orphans. But if they do not 
need all the pension, because of other 
income, there is no need to pay all of it. 

The reform cuts off no veteran. It will 
add some 74,000 new ones. But after five 
years the costs should go down. Under the 
old law the costs had risen to $1,100,- 
000,000 per year and were headed for as- 
tronomical heights. 

Such reform was long overdue. The 
nation forgets, perhaps, that peak pay- 
ment of War Between the States pensions 
was not reached until 1923. This included, 
of course, widows’ pensions. Payments to 
veterans and dependents of World War 
I, for example, were still climbing with 
each year and those for veterans of World 
War II would not have reached a peak 
until around the turn of the century. 

It is a fairer deal for the veterans and 
the taxpayers and we hope the Senate will 
not weaken or delay this veterans’ pen- 
sion reform bill. 


What Makes a ‘Sinker’ 
Sink, a ‘Floater’ Float? 


Baseball cynics, sit up and take notice. 
That curve in a pitched baseball is no op- 
tical illusion or myth. It is an experi- 
mentally demonstrable fact. 

Scientific American has reported the 
results of a series of experiments by Ly- 
man J. Briggs, director emeritus of the 
National Bureau of Standards. Briggs dis- 
covered that a good curveball pitcher 
can make a baseball curve as much as 17.5 
inches in 60 feet. This is a “perfect 
curve” that travels 100 feet per second 
and spins around a vertical axis at 1,800 
revolutions per minute. 


For the benefit of curveball skeptics 


and baseball fans, and for the consolation 
of hapless major and minor league play- 
ers who have been called out on the fickle 
flight of a spinning orb, the curve is due 
to the “Magnus Effect.” In other words, 
a pitched baseball spinning through the 
air causes a differential in air pressure 
that in turn causes the ball to curve in the 
direction of the spin. 

Now if Director Briggs will find out 
and tell the batters what makes a floater 
float, a sinker sink and a fastball “hop,” 
then the only thing that will be left for 
the professional and amateur ballplayer 
to learn is how to hit them over the sign- 
boards in left field.

Russian Economic Penetration of Egypt 


Blamed on Incompetent U.S. Diplomacy 


New York—A report from Cairo 
says American and Russian engi- 
neers are meeting there to work 
out final plans for building the 
Aswan Dam. 


This is one of the failures of 
Eisenhower diplomacy. After 
leading the Egyptians to believe 
that we would help Egypt to build 
the dam, the Eisenhower admin- 
istration suddenly announced it 
would not do so. This led to 
Egypt's seizure of the Suez Canal 
and then to the ebortive attack 
on the Suez Canal by France and 
England. This attack was stopped 
when we backed up the United 
Nations in ordering them to stop 
it, but at the cost of considerable 
bitterness between us and our 
French and British allies. 

Nasser then asked and got from 
Russia a promise to help build 
the dam. When we saw that the 
Russians would get the prestige 
of building the dam, which would 
increase the arable land in Egypt 
by about 30 per cent and provide 
substantial electric power which 
Egypt lacks almost completely, 
we ate our words and had to offer 
again to help build it. Thus, we 
let the Russians in when they 
would not have been in otherwise; 
we built up the prestige of the 
Egyptian dictator, Nasser, and 
strained relations with our 
French and British allies, and all 
to no purpose. Surely, that is a 
plain case of incompetent di- 
plomacy.

Man Must Discover 


His Human Destiny 


Twentieth-century man is studying every 
imaginable subject. No longer is he willing to 
be confined to the phenomena of the earth; he 


blindly within a soft and deadly 
cocoon of white. 

Many a pilot, lost with his gas 

low, has set hi: rate of 
descent at a gentle angle and has 
landed gently, blind as a bat, on 
the smooth white surface.

is eager to know about the farthest reaches of the universe. And this 
insatiable curiosity is a wonderful and fascinating thing. No one can 
presume to know what vast knowledge we shall discover in the years 


ahead. 

Yet we must not lessen our 
probing of the one subject that is 
of paramount significance. What 
is that subject? It is man. Noth- 
ing is more fascinating than man 
and nothing is more vital ‘to the 
meaning of all our other explora- 
tions into the unknown. 

The fact is that we do not know 
enough about ourselves. Even 
after thousands of years of self- 
discovery, man has not learned 
all he can and all he ought to 
about himself. So I am encour- 
aged by the efforts of psycholo- 
gists, sociologists and others who 
are engaged in untiring search- 
ings for more’ understanding 
about human life. 

I sometimes get the feeling that 
many of us would just as soon 
leave unexplored the mysteries of 
human life. We don't want to 
know ourselves. When we have 
made honest self-appraisals we 
have not liked what we have 
found. When we have tried to do 
something about ourselves, we 
have become discouraged too eas- 
ily. Yet we cannot run away 
from ourselves and sooner or 
later we shall need to probe that 
most baffling of all things — the 
mind of man. 

Centuries ago Socrates said the 
primary effort of the scholar 
should be, “Know thyself.’’ We

must know our origin, our direc- 
tion and our destiny. Only this is 
the inexpendable study of human 
beings. 

The Bible is not a book of sci- 
ence. It is not a volume of ge- 
ography. It is only incidentally a 
historical record. But it is a book 
about human life which charts the 
origin and destiny of man in clear 
and convincing language. Noth- 
ing, as far as I can see, that the 
modern studies of human life 
have found, makes obsolete the 
great wunderstanding-in-depth of 
the Biblical record, 

What does the Bible reveal con- 
cerning human nature? Very 
clearly we are told man is a child 
of God and also a child of Adam. 
Man partakes of the glories of his 
eternal Creator and he also 
shares the mortal imperfections 
of his human ancestry. Man is, 
therefore, strange and paradoxi- 
cal. In him are mirrored the spirit 
of God and also the image of man. 

The Bible is more hopeful re- 
garding man than are the find- 
ings of modern science, for the 
Bible tells us that man may dis- 
cover a strength and power which 
lie beyond and above his nature. 
He may tap the resources of God 
and in Christ he may become 
reconciled to his fellow men and 
to their common Originator, God.

WASHINGTON—The continued rise in em- 
ployment, the continued rise in average weekly 


factory earnings, the continued rise in sales, f 

the continued rise in capital spending for new factories and machines, 
the continued decline in unemployment—these developments are the 
most impressive proof of the resilience of the nation's free, competi- 


tive economy. 

These are reassuring and wel- 
come developments. 

They are welcome because they 
are humane; they mea’ that mil- 
lions more Americans are work- 
ing and sharing in the common 
prosperity. 

They are reassuring because 
they constitute precious assets in 
the cold peace — for the whole 
free world. 


There is every reason to ex- 
amine these assets with satisfac- 
tion: (1) unemployment at the 
lowes‘ level in 17 months, down 
in May to 3,389,000, about 1,500,- 
000 below a year ago; (2) employ- 
ment at 66 million, a new May 
record, one million aboye a year 
ago; (3) average weekly factory 
earnings exceeding $90 for the 
first time; (4) prices continuing 
stable. 

It is all to the good to proclaim 
these facts, as many spokesmen 
‘for the administration are doing. 

But what is more important is 
to ask ourselves what brought 
about this virile recovery, a re- 
covery which an objective and ex- 
pert analyst like J. A. Livingston 
says “is assuming: classical pro- 
portions.” In other words, what 


is the real lesson — the economic

This Court 
feels that it should give defendants 
a reasonable opportunity to sub- 
mit to the Court a plan whereby 
racial discrimination will be dis- 
continued. However, such a plan 
may be submitted subject to ap- 
proval thereof by the Georgia 
Legislature, and the Court would 
allow sufficient time for the Geor- 
gia Legislature to act upon the 
same. If defendants submit a rea- 
sonable plan, and it should be ap- 
proved by the Court, defendants 
would have done all that they are 
able to do under the circumstances. 
Failure of defendants, how- 
ever, within a reasonable time to 
submit any plan whatsoever shall 
be construed by the Court to be 
a refusal to do so. The Court will 
do everything in its power toward 
working out any possible solution 
to this matter within the frame- 
work of the law, as declared upon 
repeated occasions by our «ppel- 
late courts. Counsel for plaintiffs 
shall submit to this Court a decree 
in conformity herewith, serving 
defense counsel, who shall within 


ten days of such service notify 
this Court of any objections there- | 
to. 7

ATHENS — Tranquilizers are 
coming into use in the poultry 
busingess if two University of 
Georgia research scientists are 
successful. 


Dr. Till M. Huston and Dr. 
Kenneth N. May of the College 
of Agriculture Experiment Sta- 
tions have applied for patents on 
a sedation method that can sim- 
plify and speed the catching, 
handling, slaughtering and pluck- 
ing steps in poultry processing. 


The sedative was successfully 
fed to a group of birds who were 
then processed by a commercial 
plant. 


The scientists found that seda- 
tion relaxes the poultry § and 
makes it easy to catch, and it 
keeps the problem of bruising 
the poultry during transit from 
farm to plant to a minimum. The 
drug continues working even 
after the birds are slaughtered. 
The drug relaxes the muscles 
holding the feathers and makes it 
possible, the scientists said, to 
eliminate the scalding step from 
the plucking process. Even the 
stubborn pin-feathers are fre- 
moved easily. 


The major problem to be 
worked out is that of a residue 
of the drug being left in the birds 
after processing.

The mane is cut to 
the skin and the tail is shaved 
about twelve inches. 


WEAR TUXEDOS 


At night a five-gaited rider 
wears a tuxedo—black or blue~ 
a four in hand tie, white gloves 
and may or may not carry a 
whip. The rider wears a derby. 


The three-gaited rider wears a 
bow tie and pants which have a 
satin strip down the side.

Strawberries are mostly 
from California now. Bing cher- 
ries represent good eating. Lem- 
ons are pleasing in price, too. 


RAIN HELPS 


Warm weather and rain have 
resulted in more local vege- 
tables coming to the markets. 
Light and delicate squash are 
plentiful and economically 
priced. Green beans will be at 
a pleasing price along with 
crowder peas. 


Cabbage will be cheaper in 
some of the markets, and let- 
tuce will still be attractively 
priced. Cucumbers, peppers and 
tomatoes will be at last week’s 
levels. Sweet corn is a good 
value. Greens are scarce, due 
to rains, and it is expected. to be 
another week before supplies are 
back to normal.

A jumper goes in for height, 
say four-, five- or six-foot hur- 
dies. They are the flighty, ex- 
cited horsey set. They may go 
tearing up to the jump, shy 
away, turn around and act like 
crazy, and then after turns take 
a running start and leap over. 
They provide the suspense dur- 
ing their act. All of them don’t 
act that way, but be prepared 
for temperament. 


JUMP FOUR FEET 


The hunters, by contrast, are 
the good-mannered ones and 
keep a good pace, are constant 
in their behavior and take the 
obstacles — seldom more than 
four feet high—in good form. 
Their whole appearance is one 
of rhythm and beauty. 


You can spot the hunters’ 
riders too, for they will be wan- 
dering through the audience be- 
tween classes. They go formal 
and wear plain black coats, a 
stock tie, vest, britches and 
black boots with patent tops. 
They usually wear caps. 


After the first two or three 
classes you, a non-rider embued 
with the enthusiasm for the 
sport, decide it’s for you.

MOUNT SAFELY 


As for mounting, you don’t 
take a run and jump up like 
the cowboys do. There is a high- 
ly technical and safe method to 
follow. 


The first step anyway is most 
important, and the horsey set is 
no exception. Put your left foot 
in the stirrup first, then there's 
a hop and a spring and you 
throw your right leg over the 
horse’s back and let yourself 
down on the saddle. Now you 
are ready to ride, or are you? 


Dismounting is in reverse. 
Same idea only backwards. 


However, there are hundreds 
of other little details and rules 
to learn and follow. Your best 
bet is a well-behaved horse and 
some supervision. There are 
several types of riding as well 
as saddles. There are several 
types of mounts.

Press top of 
dough ball into greased bowl, 
then turn dough over.

Cover and let 
rise in warm place, free from 
draft, until double in bulk, about

and let rest 5 to 10 minutes. 
Use to make your favorite cof- 
fee cakes, or Date Braids, as 
given below. Makes 2 cakes. 


DATE BRAIDS (2) 


Make up speedy sweet yeast 
dough. While it is rising, pre- 
pare date filling. Use one-half 
the dough for each cake. Roll 
out each half into an oblong 
about 16x8 inches. Spread half 
the date filling the length of the 
center third of the oblong. Cut 
15 slits in dough alongside each 
side of filling, making strips 
about 1-inch wide. Fold strips at 
an angle across filling, alternat- 
ing from side to side. Place the 
braid on a greased baking sheet. 
Cover. Let rise in a warm place 
until doubled in bulk, about 50 
minutes. Brush tops of braids 
with 1 egg yolk mixed with 2 
tablespoons milk, then sprinkle 
each with 1 tablespoon sugar. 
Bake at 350 degrees (moderate 
oven) about 35 minutes. Remove 
from baking sheet and cool on 
rack. 

DATE FILLING 
I cup chopped pitted dates 
44 cup brown sugar 
24 cup water 
4 cup pecans, chopped 
1 tblsp. lemon juice 

Combine all ingredients in 
saucepan. Brink to a boil over 
medium heat, stirring constant- 
ly, and continue boiling until 
thick enough to spread.

The court will hold a hearing 
June 29 on a petition for author- 
ity to consumate a 1933 order of 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The order permitted 
abandonment of the Tallulah Falls 
Railway Co.'s 57-mile line from 
Cornelia, Ga., to Franklin, N.C. 


The railroad, which has been 
in receivership continuously since 
1923, is wholly owned by the South- 
ern Railway Co., which is apply- 
ing for authority to discontinue it. 


The Georgia Public Service 
Commission will intervene in the 
case in opposition to the abandon- 
ment petition. PSC staff members 
said they expect the ICC will ‘take 
the position that its 1933 order is 
obsolete.

Too Large Colon 


May Bring Trouble 


The colon absorbs fluid ma- 
terial which comes down from 
the small intestine and in this 
way it retrieves valuable min- 
erals and vitamins for the body. 
Its work should be slow and its 
contractions, which enable it to 
push its contents along, should 
have a more or less regular 


rhythm. 


In certain individuals instead of | 
having this normal muscular pow- | 
er, its walls are thin and flabby. 
Its diameter is greatly enlarged 


and the name megacolon is 
given it. An X ray of such a 
colon shows the dilated and 


elongated loops of bowel often 
filling the abdominal cavity. 


This condition may occur for 
two reasons. It may be due to 
what is called Hirschsprung’s dis- 
ease, a condition existing from 


nurve structure. 


becomes dilated and flabby and 
stretches out in length as well. 
This kind of bowel retains its con- 
tents much longer than it should 
normally and may even become 
obstructed. 


A child born with this partial 
or complete absence of some of 
the nerve constituents of this 
part of his bowel begins to 
give evidence of his defect by 
constipation, and sometimes even 
by obstruction. However, if the 


frequent bowel movements as his 
only complaint. 


An operation by which the con- 
stricted part of the bowel is re- 
moved and the parts with intact 
nerve structure are joined to- 
gether restores normal function 
to the colon. 


The other condition causing 
megacolon is a purely function- 
al one; it is present sometimes 
when the bowel has suffered from 
excessive catharsis. In such cases 
the normal elasticity and re- 
siliency is lost and the bowel be- 
comes large, flabby and greatly 
dilated throughout. 


In these cases the elasticity 
can be regained.

910,000 on June 1. The previous 
record was March 1, 1956, when 
the total was 903,789.
